~~to me to be~*acairate, I stated that Rhus, the defendant in the case, 
had never been an agent of SR Division but merely an unpaid casual 
informant, and thnt we had no agent relationship of any kind which 
requires protection, further, the question of Agency concern over 
being mentioned in this suit was not a natter for SR Division to 
determine, nor had we ever attempted to recommend a course of action 
which would protect the Agency in this respect. In fact, when 
Mr, Helms was briefed on this case on 31 December 1964 he indicated 
that ho was not overly concerned about the possibility that CIA 
might be mentioned during the trial as the source of Raus' informa- 
tion that Heine was susi>ected of being a Soviet agent.
